ODERN astronomy has made it possible for 
man to explore more thoroughly and be- 
come more familiar with the surface of the 


...moon,..which is 240,000 miles distant,-than with 


parts ot ueutrai Airica. Astronomers sa>= mau 
the power of the largest telescopes is so great that 
in animal the size of an elephant easily could be 
detected, roaming over the lunar surface. 


Everybody is so familiar with the sight of the 


moon shining !n the heavens from the* sun's re- 
flected light that one naturally wonders what does 
the earth look like when viewed from the moon, 
which astronomers describe as a world of mys- 
tery and destruction, with its surface pock-marked 
with volcanic eruptions. 


"Although we cannot fully realize existence on 


the moon," says Prot Scriven Bolton, F. R. A. S., 
"it nevertheless really requires hut little imagina- 
tion to suppose one's self actually planted among 
the lunar craters and mountains, viewing in awe 
the wonderful landscape. 


"Jsow let us imagine that we have taken our 


stand upon one of the moon's mountain .'peaks and 
by commanding an extended view of the surround- 
ings, note the strange lunar conditions produced 
upon the landscape. 


"The lunar day is 13 times longer than ours. 


Dawn, in an earthly sense, is unknown, for there 
Is no atmosphere to reflect the solar beams while 
the sun is yet below the horizon. The terribly 
harsh solar beams suddenly appear on the black 
horizon, dazzlingly illuminating the mountain 
crests, while the valleys are still in titter darkness. 


"Because there is no atmosphere, blending of 


the night into day at sunrise Is unknown, and all 
the gorgeous tints which attend a terrestrial sun- 
rise are on the moon quite absent On earth we 
are accustomed to see the sun's light softened by 
en air screen. The fierce splendor of our luminary 
on the moon, however, is reuiitsreu inoru uovious 


by the blackness of the sky, owing to the absence 
of air. Even Jn broad sunshine the sky is as dark 
as our darkest starlight nights, with the stars and 
planets shining more brightly than it is possible 


iu ace lUtilU 


"What a magnificent object is the earth, IS 


times larger than the moon appears to us, and 
practically stationary in the heavens! It exhibits 
phases precisely as does our moon, the interval 
between each full 'earth' being' about 29 days. The 
sublime and periodical spectacles of a total solar 
eclipse and an eclipse of the 'earth' are attended . 
by circumstances far more imposing than their 
earthly counterparts. 


"The spectator sees the earth-globe rotating on 


its axis, the continents, oceans and polar snow caps 


being well displayed. Portions of the surface ap- 
pear intermittently obscured^ by slowly-moving 
white vapor in the terrestrial envelope, lying usu- 
ally in long streaks roughly parallel to the equator. 


"Assuming that we have planted ourselves upon 


a more elevated portion of the moon, our atten- 
tion Is now concentrated upon the surrounding 
landscape. We behold everywhere .a scene repre^ 
E.enting the wildest desolation. The shadows as- 
sume total blackness and -appear quite impene- 
trable to one's vision; for absence of an atmos- 
phere means no diffusion of light. In stepping 
behind.-a bowlder or any other part which does 
not receive the direct rays of the sun, one be- 
comes invisible. 
- 


"Volcanic cones, ranging in diameter from a 


few hundred feet to many miles, literally crowd 
the surface as far as the eye can reach. At a dis- 
tance of 40 miles or so the summits of a gigantic 
mountain range are seen peering above the hori- 
zon, and as clearly denned as the adjacent neigh- 
'borhood. It is difficult if not nearly impossible 
,. _„_„ *r.TTopt Inclement on the distance of the 
various features owing to the lack of aerial per- 
spective. 


'The region close by is seen to be composed 


chiefly of hills of volcanic debris, rocks, bottom- 
less pits, yawning crevasses and piles of slag— 
doutbtless a scene of inconceivable commotion Jn 
ages antedating mortal history, but now a world 
devoid of sound or disturbance, and minus evi- 
dence of organic life. Indeed we realize that we 
are in touch with a world which is typical of a 
dream of lifelessness, SB apparition denoting not 


death, but a-world upon which life has never ap- 
peared. No atmospheric elements have been at 
work to tarnish pristine hues of many parts which 
bear every evidence of having passed through a 
Bery ordeal. The entire surface is one of dreadful 
contrasts; the dazzling brightness of the land- 
scape compared "with the hard black shadows; the 
black sky, even-at noon, with the sun shedding a 
ghastly overpowering light; these conditions, to- 
gether ^with no trace of life; form a scene of dreary 
desolation, but nevertheless one of sublime gran- 
deur." 


Prof. Bolton, in a contribution to the Popular 


Science Monthly, on astronomy's latest discoveries 
about the moon, pictures the earth's satellite a 
lifeless world of intense cold and dead silence. 


"Although the ena. pours his heat upon the 


moon's surface throughout the long lunar day, 
which comprises over 300 of our'days," explains 
Prof. Bolton, "ye't the rocks remain too cold to 
touch with safety. Everywhere there reigns the 
silence of death. Occasional landslides, cracking 
of the surface and shrinkage commotions, disloca- 
tion o£ piled up volcanic debris, all occur witnout 
an attendant sound. 


Because there is no air no sound can be heard 


oa the moon. Ten thousand volleys might be flred 
instantaneously; with a resultant vibration of the 
ground, but the prevailing silence would remain 
unbroken. It is indeed a world possessing condi- 
tions just the reverse of our own. Imagine there 
to be no water, no air, nothing to sustain life for 
B. single instant! 


"Why has the moon no atmosphere? Simply' 


because tbe force of gravity is so small. The 
weight of an object on any planet depends upon

The bell, as well as the

The mechanical operation of this device can

The apparatus is set on the 


mantel or dresser in the bedroom. The spot 
light is then so adjusted that the full power of 
the light ray will concentrate on the face of the 
sleeper. The alarm should te wound and ad- 
justed as usual. 


TVhen the predetermined hour has arrived, 


the alarm mechanism operates, turning the 
drum, thus winding in the cord, which In turn 
closes the switch and lights the lamp.

sleep with a bright beam or light suddenly di- 
rected Into the. face.

But nothing of the kind 
has as ye't been detected, and as we gaze In be- 
wilderment into every crack and crevice of the 
surface we rightly conclude that the moon is a 
truly barren world." 


Where WAR Is 


UNKNOWN 


T 


HE fact that there are, a number of Indepen- 
dent countries nourishing amid this world- 
conflagration untouched by the ravages of the 


war with all its hor'rors will doubtless seem in- 
credible. There are, however, bijou states in vari- 
ous parts of Europe so completely isolated front 
the rest of the world that It is quite possible that 
many of their Inhabitants are not aware of the 
gigantic and deadly 'struggle that is raging all 
round them, and on which hang the destinies of 
the world's mightiest nations. Indeed, .it is very 
few maps on which any trace of them c&n be found 
t One of the most interesting of these Tom 
Thumb republics is St. Goust, situated in one of 
the most Inaccessible parts of the Basses-Pyrenees 
which, so far as area is concerned, enjoys the dis- 
tlnctioE of being the smallest self-governed state 
|u the world. It is hardly a square mile in area. 
The population numbers 130 souls, who rule them- 
selves mainly owing to the" fact that the little state 
is so hard to get at that no one will take the trou- 
ble to alter its constitution. 


The President of St. Goust, who, by the way is 


also tax collector, assessor and judge, is elected'bv 
a council of 12, who are chosen for five years by 
the people, the little republic having been ruled 
for more than 2000 years through a "Council ot 
Elders." 


About 150 miles from St. Goust is to be founa 


the republic of Andorra, an almost inaccessible 
state of about 7000 inhabitants, situated in the 
Eastern Pyrenees. Andorra was declared a free 
state as long ago as the ninth century by Charl°- 
magne. The republic is governed by its own rep- 
resentatives, who constitute a sovereign council of 
24 members, which council elects a President every 
four years. - 


The chief occupations of the Andorranoa are 


agriculture/ cattle-breeding, trade in wool and 
charcoal, and smuggling. At the same time they 
are good-natured, hard-working, hospitable people 
and, needless to say, are devoted to liberty which 
they are prepared to defend with"a standing army 
Df 1100 men. 
• 


The smallest republican state in regard to popu- 


lation is Tavolara, a little-known island about "five 
mites long with an average width of half a mile 
situated off the north coast of Sardinia. Many 
maps and geography books totally ignore the ex 
Istence of this state. Yet it is a free and indepen" 
dent republic of about 70 inhabitants, who ara 
their own rulers. 


New PAVING That Wl Withstand AUTO WEAR 
A 


PHALT blocks are now being used in vari- 
ous parts of the country for paving, be- 
cause they are especially suited to with- 


stand the destructive friction and suction which 
motor tires ezcrt on z street surface. This paving 
material is factory-made and produced under con- 
ditions more uniform than those of ordinary 
asphalt surfacing. 


Each .block measures 5 in. wide, 12 in. long, 


and from 2 to 3 in. thick. The material used is 
crushed trap rock mixed with asphalt cem»nt at a 
temperature of 300 deg. F. and fashioned Into blocks 
at a pressure of 7000 pounds to the square iuch. 


The blocks are laid like bricks In cement mor- 


tar on a 6-inch concrete base, no heating plant be- 
ing required. 


The cost of the pavement, In place, is about the 


same as that of brick. As much as 1600 square 
yards have been laid in one day by a gan? of 16 
laborers. Every 15 feet, anchor blocks bavins 
strips of stes! proJEcting from their under sides 
are laid across the street to prevent creeping of 
the surface layer. The blocks at the ends of the rows 
* 


are rot by a machine into the desired length. 


After the pavement has been laid, fine sand Is 


scattered over the top and swept into the crocks. 
A convenient revolving brush has been designed 
to do the sweeping. H is -mounted bet'trcec two 
wheels, driven by gearing connected with the re- 
volving axle,*and drawn by a horse.

kept off the street for a week after the work la 
finished.

DRILLV REGULA- 


TIONS," a booklet issued by the United States 
war department. This he absorbed and analyzed, 
criticized and committed to memory in less than 
a week. He showed me, in his modest way, how a 
great many of the regulations could be simplified 
and improved upon, how others were wholly in- 
adequate as to detail and pointed to several cases 
where strategic manoeuvres of the utmost military 


"They don't go into enough detail in the mat- 


ter of deploying." he complained.' 


To deploy promptly and efficiently, in the face 


of a disconcerting fire is, to my mind, one of the 
most important of military stratagems, reqiiiring 
great skill and perfect unanimity. 


Putting in the Real Science 


"Now, for instance," he said, "just listen to 


this clause of regulation 126." 


Here he read from the book: " 'Intervals are 


taken at the indicated number of paces. If already 
deployed, the men mwe l>y the rank toward or 
away from the guide.' 
f 


"Very sloppy and entirely too vague I call that; 


lacks mechanical smartness and precision, a dis- 
play of which is so essential in tee face of a watch- 
ful and discriminating enemy. I have given some 
little thought to this matter of deploying and may 
give the benefit of my deductions to the army if 
occasion offers." 


It required some little time to locate the doc- 


tor's squad, but I finally i'ound it over near the 
officers' quarters, and, the minute my eye lighted 
on the old bird. I knew something was radically 
and amazingly wrong. There was a wild, distract- 
ed look in his eyes—such a look as might be worn 
by a panic-stricken, hunted animal.

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How the United States is Working to Supply 


"Sausage" Observation Balloons for 


the Fighting Front and the Part the 


"Nurse" Plays in the Great Game.

O 


F tlie six hundred and forty millions appro- 
priated by Congress for air-fighting, no in- 
considerable fraction will be devoted to the 


purchase of observation balloons and their equip- 
ments, including motor trucks to carry them and 
steel tanks to hold hydrogen gas for their'Infla- 
tion. 


Flying machines are largely employed to direct, 


by signals, the fire of artillery, but by far the 
most important work of this kind is done by: ob- 
servers in "kite balloons," held captive four or 
five miles behind the trench lines and about 


miles apart. 
Relatively, the airplane scout is at a disadvan- 


tage, inasmuch as he can report only by wireless 
or by visual signals. The balloon, on the other 
hand, is in uninterrupted telephonic communica- 
tion -with the artillery commanders. A wire, run- 
ning through the cable that connects the gaa bag 
with the t ground below,. enables the observer, 
thousands of feet aloft, to sneak directly (by the 
help of a switchboard mounted on a motor truck) 
to the officer in charge of any battery in the neigh- 
borhood. 


From his post of vantage in the sky the ob- 


server can overlook a great extent of territory. 
Assisted by powerful field glasses and a telescope 
he -is able to note the slightest change in the 
enemy, trench lines, to watch every movement of 
bodies of troops and', almost at a moment's notice, 
to let loose the fire of hundreds of guns unon any 
target that may seem to invite attention. 


The Balloon School 


At Fort Omaha is now being established a Bal- 


loon School where officers and men will be trained 
in the business of handling and operating observa- 
tion balloons. It will work in co-operation with- 
the School of Fire at Fort Sill, where the art of 
•artillery shooting is taught in all its branches. 
The School of Fire will give a supplementary 
course in ballooning to students who elect for 
aerial work and many of its graduates will go to 
the Balloon School to complete their education. 


Part of the training at the Balloon School will 


be in the navigation of free balloons; for now and 
then it happens that a captive balloon breaks loose 
and inus* bs operated as a free balloon to effect a 
safe landing. 


Uncle Sam is to have many balloon battalions, 


organized as quickly as men and officers can be 
trained, and their outfit will be in all respects of 
very latest pattern, including specially designed 
motor trucks with windlasses and winding drums 
to operate the balloons—the machinery in ques- 
tion being driven by the truck's own engine. 


A battalion comprises three companies, each 


operating one balloon. Recent experience In 
Europe has 
shown 
that 
there 
should 
be 


160 men 
and 
officers 
to 
a 
company, 
to 


provide for three "shifts" e.'ery *4 hours. 
•r.^,. Tvcrfe of the observers (ordinarily two of them 
together in a car) is especially arduous and every 
few hours the balloon has to be hauled down to 
replace them with a fresh pair. 


The Science of the "Sausage" 


Now the balloons used for purposes of military 


observation and the direction of gunfire are of a 
kind unfamiliar 
to most people. They 
are 


-sausage" balloons—so called on account of their 
shape—and the special quality that makes them 
useful is their steadiness in the air. 
A wind of 


forty miles an Sour will not cause them .to bob 
about to any disturbing extent. To help their 
stability some of them are provided with a sort oJ 
kite-tail carrying several conical canvas cups. 


Such a balloon is about SO feet long and has a 


capacity of 25,000 cubic feet. 
It is filled with 


hydrogen gas, obtained by the electrolysis of 
water (which is two-thirds hydrogen), and stored, 
until required for use, in steel cylinders unjier a 
pressure of 150 atmospheres. The generating and 
compressing machinery Is installed in railroad 
cars at the nearest rail point, whither the cylinders 
are taken to be refilled. 


A sausage balloon is calculated to lose 300 cubic 


fcet'ot gas daily. The loss is replaced at night, 
a method commonly adopted being to nil (at the 
nearest field generating plant) small balloons 


(On the left) Filling a French Balloon. 
(On the right) A "Sausage" in the Air. 
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called "nurses," which are conveyed to the hangar 
and emptied Into the big gas bag. 


A peculiar feature of this type of balloon Is a 


"ballonet" at the rear end, which contains air un- 
der pressure. It is separated from the gas bag 
proper by a diaphragm. When the balloon.is full 
of gas the diaphragm is pushed so far to the rear 
that there is no air in the hallpnet. But. when 
some of the gas is lost by leakage air enters the 
ballonet through a sort of funnel in the bottom of 
the "tail-fin" and thus the "sausage" is kept well 
distended. 


Ordinarily the observation balloons go up at 


daybreak and are hauled down at nightfall. But 
sometimes they stay up all night, to watch for the 
flashes of the enemy's guns, with a view to locating 
them. 


Sometimes two balloons are used as end sta- 


tions o£ a base line for calculating the range of 
targets. Or an extemporized wooden tower, con- 
veniently hidden by. trees, may be utilized for one 
end station, a "sausage" doing duty for the other.' 
The signals telephoned to the batteries for direct- 
ing gunfire are the simplest possible, the mere 
words "Over," "Short," "Right," "Left," "Hit," 
serving the purpose. 


The observation balloon,^ on the other hand, is 


not an. easy target for the enemy artillery to hit 
For one thing, it is four or five miles distant, and, 
seen from that far away, a tiny object in the sky. 
Then, too, with the uncertain breezes, it is con- 
stantly changing its position. 


The only foe it really fears Is the battleplane, 


attacking with incendiary bullets, 
incendiary 


arrows or bombs. But it does not lack capable 
defenders. 
On the ground beneath it are anti- 


aircraft guns. 
Above it, far aloft In the sky, 


hover friendly battleplanes.

Politi- 
cal advantage in. future elections figure large in this. 
There is the eternal effort of the Mayor to get into 
position for the gubernatorial contest. P. H. McCarthy 
is a frank candidate for the mayoralty two years hence, 
Some of those not so prominent have thoughts of judge- 
ships. and there are calculating patriots who are bal- 
ancing probabilities so as to fall on the right side of 
the ferce. The mayor and the ex-mayor, who \vere sup- 
posed to be coupled up in their political projects, 
seem to be asunder as to the city attorney 
The McCarthy Ticket 


The formulation of a ticket by the McCarthy ad- 


herents was a sort of rough house proceeding. Though 
140 of the 260 delegates had been appointed by Mc- 
Carthy himself, they had hard work agreeing on several 
candidates, and were nearly all night in getting 
through Avith the work. The big controversy was over 
the city attorneyship. It is not exactly clear why this 
is considered such a plum or bone of contention. There 
may be a colored party in camouflage. It is possible 
that somebody sees something away ahead, concerning 
which"it is desirable to have possession of the city at- 
torney's office. 
Anyhow, the contest is so fierce. <is 


apparently to separate the mayor's forces from those

in pairs. Timothy Eeardon is the president of .the 
Board of Works for the principal reason that he has a 
potent political pull: but it did not work in this con- 
vention.

A Political Coadjutor 


A personage Avho has not been in the habit of taking 


an open hand in city politics, though never far aAvay, 
has emerged in this campaign as' a coadjutor. "Pete" 
McDonough is getting credit for some of the success 
of what might be called McCarthy's coup. "Pete" is 
one of the parr, of McDonoughs, brothers, who have 
figured for years in the sub-strata of city politics. For 
years the brothers operated from a saloon within a 
block of the city prison. By an arrangement they had 
a monopoly of furnishing bail and befriending persons 
Avho found themselves in trouble Avith. the police. They 
furnished bail without incurring responsibility, and 
were able to exact a fee with no investment whatever 
Once in a Avhile a person thus befriended would annoy 
them by failing to show up as per arrangement, but 
even then there is no record of loss being suffered by 
the philanthropists. Several times onslaughts have 
been, made upon them, but when these sporadic efforts 
blew over they were found doing business at the old 
stand. This recrudescence is evidence that municipal 
politics is back in the old rut. 
Tired Feeling Said to Prevail 


It is difficult to gauge the probabilities. Some opti- 


mists have faith that the voters of this city who are 
desirous of seeing a fairly responsible municipal con- 
trol are still in the majority, and will be 'at the pains 
of getting to the polls and voting. There are some Avbn 
claim that in other elements there is a tired feeling 
over the Avay things have been going. It is even said 
that the police, are sore over the recent strikes; that 
they have been required to serve extra hours, have 
been charged to ifeep the peace and blamed for not 
keeping it; haA 
Te been ostensibly.admonished to do their 


duty, and surreptitiously ordered not to do it; that 
public censure has been leveled at them from far and 
near for their failure to preserve order and consent 
me anu property and riguts guaranteed Dy constitution 
and laws, when it was not their -fault. It is repre- 
sented, with what truth T cannot vouch, that they are 
extremely tired of this, and AA*ill cast their votes and 
exert their influence in the direction of more stable 
coniiol. in Avhich the city departments will not be 
made the football of ambitious politicians. It seems 
plausible, but peihaps cannot be bet on. 
School Bonds in Jeopardy 


Some apprehension is felt for the school bonds to 


A ote being neces- 
saiy,, any considerable opposition is likely to produce 
unfavorable results. It is uo't so much definite.opposi- 
tion that is feared as the apathetic feeling that is 
caused by the geueial conditions.

The Hetch Hetchy Records 


The controversy over the records of the Iletch lletchy 


project, which City Engineer O'Shaughnessy has ier 
fused the representative of the Municipal Survey ac- 
cess to, is expected to cut a figure in the forthcoming 
election. The city engineer took unexpected grounds 
regarding this matter, AA-hich has considerably puzzled 
many Avho 'Aere Avoiit to place hiui_ou a pedestal apart 
from the general run of city officials. Why he should 
take such a position and assign such reasons for his 
action has not been clear. .The declaration that the 
Municipal Research is an enterprise founded by Rocke- 
feller is not a good argument against it even had it 
been true. One explanation is given that certain work 
on the Hetch Hetchy project that was estimated to 
cost §4,000,000 will cost §10,000,000, and that from 
what competent engineers would be, able to deduce 
from the record, the project is more likely to cost £70,- 
000,000 than §40,000,000 by the time it is finished. The 
controversy is believed to Mlitate against the success 
of the school bond issue, the election for which is 
shortly to come off. 
Is Towne to Emulate Kerrigan? 


A parallel is being drawn as to the candidacy of 


Percy E. Towne for supen*isor—in the enthusiastic 
support that is counted on from the California Auto- 
mobile Association of Avhich he is president—-with that 
of the political beginning of Justice Kerrigan of-the 
appellate court. Kerrigan broke in as the president of 
the League of American Wheelmen, an organization 
analagous to the automobile formation. In its day it 
wielded poAver. Who does not remember the almost 
universal furor over Avheeliug tAveuty-five years ago? 
Kerrigan was one of the most enthusiastic devotees of 
the pastime, and haAing a distinctiA*e personality, Avhen 
he aspired to become a justice of the peace, every bicy- 
clist responded AA'ith a vote. From that on up through 
the several steps to the high judicial perch he made his 
way, always with the prestige of the support of the 
old-time wheelmen.

Scare About the Recall

League of California, has taken alarm over the turn 
things have taken in the Fickert recall. Starting out 
as a movement to displace Fickert, he represents that- 
it has developed into a situation AA'here the principle of 
the recall is at stake. The dangerous point, as he sees 
it, is that Fickert insists that he has the legal right to 
draw into question eA*ery signature attached to the 
petition for his recall. Through such contentions, it is 
recited, he has been able to delay the recall election 
thirty days, although the charter specifically provides 
,the period in -which the election must be held, and 
gives the registrar of voters the power to finally decide 
the sufficiency of petitions. The matter is noAv before 
the Supreme Court} and if that body decides that the 
petition is subject to court re\ieAA 
r, it is declared that 


it will nullify the initiative, referendum and recall pro- 
A*isions of the State constitution. The pn-sident of the 
Direct Legislation League is so mucb worried over 
the prospect that he has called a iiieutmg of the friends 
of popular government to see about it. 2S'ot everybody 
Avho has giA-eu the subject cousiueration is as appre- 
hensive as Haynes, and many hold that the scare is 
hardly justified.

Argument for a Free Harbor 


The high cost of living has affected everything ,in- 


clndinar silk. But whi!^ in othpr tliin^'- it has bad the 
effect of reducing consumption, the production of silk 
has increased, not only in cost but in the A'olume of 
consumption. The people of the United States no 
longer look upon silk as a luxury. The importation 
of raAv silk during the year has been larger than that 
of any previous } ear. The total value for the last fiscal 
year was §156.000,000, against §119,000,000 for the 
preceding year, Avhieh Avas the "high record up to 
that time". In pounds it was 33,869,000 against 33,071,- 


000. 
The United States is the greatest silk manufac- 


turing country in the AA'orld. The groAVth of the in- 
dustry is indicated by the fact that in 1879 it amounted 
to §-11,000,000, Avhile in 1914, the last year for Avhich 
figures are available, it was 8254,000,000.' The averag- 
ing price per pound for raw silk for the fiscal year 191? 
«as 5-i.oi. ut tiie imports, 2o.oi2,uuu pounds came 
from Japan. All these facts are interesting Avhen it is 
remembered that nearly all importations of silk come 
through San Francisco. A strenuous effort has been 
made to divert this commerce via Seattle and the 
northern ports, but it has not yet succeeded. When 
:lill built his two manmoth steamers, the Minnesota 
and the Dakota, it Avas with the idea of diverting such 
commerce, carrying it across the continent on his 
Korthern Pacific and Great Northern, lines. These 
silk cargoes are so valuable that the insurance and 
interest involved in their handling make it profitable 
to give them passenger time across the country. Rail- 
road cars are in A\ aiting, and as soon as it is possible 
to transship the cargoes they are speeding to their 
destination on fast time. Such commerce as this is 
behind the agitation for a free port. These silk cargoes 
are taken to an Eastern depot and there jobbed out to 
manufacturers. If there was a free port here they 
might be detained and jobbed from this city. A free 
port simply means a restricted district AA'here importa- 
tions may be interned, to pay duty when they are 
moved out." Silk importation affords a striking argu- 
ment to thqse Avho advocate a free harbor. 
dale or U. K. K. improbable 


The car strike seems to be over, though labor leaders 


say it is not. But the stoning of cars ha» stopped, auJ 
so far as the person-in-general can see, there is no con- 
troversy on. In a~ previous notice I was inclined to 
cast doubt on, the much-discussed proposition of the 
city buying the United Railroads. I see no reason ^o 
change my opinion on this subject. The strike had not 
beeu a success from the strikers' point of view. It had 
utterly failed to yield political capital. But it had 
proven vastly expensive and irritating to the United 
Railroads. There Avas no good quitting point for 
either side. The plan was broached for the city to 
purchase the property, and it was given color 'by the 
appointment of appraisers. This has stopped the vio- 
lence that characterized the first two months of the 
trouble. It will be many mouths before any returns 
are had from the appraisers, and in the meantime an/ 
election will be over, AAith results that may alter iio 
complexion of the city administration. At any rate, 
but a A'ery small beginning will then have been made 
tOAvard the purchase. How the city can possibly buy 
the United Railroads at a valuation of at least thirty 
millions, having no money and its bond capacity hav- 
ing been reached, is not a plain problem. The published 
proposition that it is to pay out of the receipts 
is not impressive. It is not likely that a property of 
the value ot these roads will be sold on a gentleman's 
agreement, the purchaser to pay when he geta the

in God, "The Soul of a Bishop," 
ills latest excursion into deistic 
apologetics, would begin where It 


now ends. 
When his hero has found 


God, and God has become his guide, 
the essence jDf his being, the story 
ends abruptly. 


When John Bunyan, who believed in 


God with all hla heait, wanted to body 
forth that .revelation, he told a story 
of tho slrug-g-Jes of Christian with all 
the petty troubles of Hfo, and the big1 
adversities. None can read "Pilgrim's 
Progress without gaining a sure and 
intimate knowledge of Bunyan's God, 
and Ills function in the universe, and 
In the Ilto of man. 


But at the moment in which Wells' 


new-found God might be expected to 
at least bhadow forth His meaning- )n 
tho life of ITis follower, the "bishop's 
progrehs" ends. 


Through some 340 pages, Wells talks 


constantly of God and his Anglican 
seeker after divinity. Yet nowhere int 
the book Is there one convincing- ut- 
terance. 
It is not. Intended here to 


convoy the impression that there ts 
any hypocrisy, any conscious insin- 
cerity. 
But "The Soul of a Bishop" 


calls out more stridently than even 
"Mr Britllng," or "God, the Invisible 
King," for an answer to the question 
asked again andxkgaln by old lovers 
and admirers of "II. G." the question: 


"What has come over Wells?" 
To answer simply: "The War," and 


there end it, has a- seeming- conclus- 
iveness about it. And a good case for 
this view miiy be made out from "God, 
tho Invisible King," and "The Soul of 
a Bishop." For this deity recommend- 
ed by Wells is militant—He Is Captain- 
God, 
a King--God, a Commander-God, 


tho obvious product of war times. 
It 


might be said that IIo is the apothesis 
of the essential feeling- of depandcnce 
which 
must 
characterize a people 


committed to warlike enterprise, de- 
pendence upon a leader, a king-, a 
something to which the sentiment of 
loyalty may attach. 


Again and again this phase of di- 


vinity recurs in the pages of "Tho 
Soul of a Bishop." A few quotations 
may help. 


"Tho 
bishop knew certainly that 


God was his King and master." "God, 
my captain." 
"It Is to the imminent 


and militant God, to this Immortal 
Captain, tills undying- Law-glvor, that 
you devote yourselves." 


Withal, this divinity has an Ineradi- 


cable English taint about him, as 
might be expected from even a casual 
glancing- over his origins. 


All this may give the Impression of 


a certain clarity and deflnlteness char- 
acteristic ot Wells. But m truth the 
^otal impression of the book is one 
of haziness, and it Is here that one 
comes, back to the question as to what 
has really happened to Wells. 


The answer, "the war," Is much too 


•simple, Wells Is one of those minds so 
closely attuned to the mass psychology 
of his time that through his entire de- 
velopment he echoes the waves of 
change sweeping- through the popular 
consciousness. 
He echoes, and rede- 


fines, giving conciseness to feelings 
and "near-thoughts" have not formu- 
lated themselves 'in- the brains of his,

To Llnllov must go tho credit for 


writing an epic of war's every-day 
work.

through tho steady, heart-breaking,

'blo to some of their appeal. 


Viola's working out of this set plan. 


In the task for a time she must ap- 
pear to have strayed back, she must 
leave her new home, and she brave* 
dangers that in real life most certain- 
ly would have engulfed her. 


There are no end of bad people in 


this book. 
With the exception of 


Rufus almost everyone seems bent on

white light. 


Sheehan has a style peculiarly un- 


finished. 
He has a trick of writing 


"he cared for those chickens of his" 
and' "he hitched those horses of his 
to that wagon of his." 
Also he has 


a spiritual message he would impart. 
He would toll ol a woman who came 
from the darkness ot necessity to live 
among those who live in a darkness 
of choice and how she almost re- 
mained in this unllghlcd place—fin- 
ally to conquer. Because he has spent 
no words on Viola's early life the 
reader finds it hard to understand 
why she should have been driven by 
necessity to her occupation. 
One 


must believe that she was but 
he 


finds it difficult in the believing. 


With all of its improbability there 


is much that is probable and that is 
occurring every day. There Is no em- 
phasis on the sordid or the melodra- 
matic and the tale as a tale is better 
than most of those written on the 
same subject. 
One feels that 
the 


writer has succeeded in delivering his 
message without appreciable, injury 
to his story even If he docs not feel 
that tho message is one in urgent need 
of deliver}—A. B. S.

Soa Is showing somo thirty canvases 
at tho Oakland Gallery, tho first ex- 
position of much new work on Its 
first lap of a long journpy, tho show 
going on to tho Chicago Institute of 
Art, and further 01, to the museums 
that Ho beyond tho Rockies. 


The exhibition bespeaks an earnest, 


honest friendship •« ith nature in her 
varying moods, and an earnest, hon- 
est method of telling the story. 


There Is no straining after a mod- 


ernity of expression that the painter 
floes "not fool—no tricks. 
And yet tho 


room is live and Interesting, and mod- 
ern In the scnso that he is direct in 
his language, and liberal with color. 


An 
Interesting 
canvas, 
"Reflec- 


tions"—a study nindo near tho bat- 
tle scarred Somme -Is illustrative of 
tho newer method of expression, but 
riot more eloquent than "Opal Wa- 
ters," 
where

As a matter of fact, the

they aro figures, of notable makers of 
American history. 
, But why desecrate art and malign 
loyal publics, servants by bad figures 
of thorn? Neither they, nor the pub- 
cJIc., nor art, aro donservecl, 


AH 
olet iionemia remembers 
tho 


fate of Dr. Cogswell's 
statue 
that 


stood on Market street at Sansome— 
an Iron "statue" that .was turned out 
by1 tho' ecoro by the modest original of 
the "work of art." 
A group of art- 


ists, after a party at poor old Amadea 
Jounin's studio on Kansomc street, 
reviling the old thing for yearn, could 
stand H no longejr. 
And with a long, 


strong pull, tho figure bit tho dust. 
Art was vindicated. 


Incidentally, there are a few more 


statues that could, with great advan- 
tage to art, be haulc(d down, notably 
tho figure of Hall McAllister, that has 
stood for many years at McAllister 
and Hyde streets—Halg Patlgaln's, I 
think, but not the Ilaig Patlgain. of 
today, incidentally. 


Robert Connor in the Washington 


Post has this to say of tho awakening 
in Washington, which Is a keynote to 
tho awakening of America: 


Within the next few vears many o£ 


tho bronze statues of American war 
heroes and others who have distin- 
guished themselves In tho history of 
this country which havo had promi- 
nent places In the parks'of Washing- 
ton may be taken down, a sacrifice to 
tho onward march of art, if a move- 
ment on foot materializes. Sculptors 
who havo visited tho national capital 
havo discussed tho passing of these 
historic figures with nioro or less sat- 
isfaction, but it Is probable tho pub- 
lic generally will regret tholr going. 
I am informed on good authority that 
it is planned for the statues of Far- 
rogut, Ilawllns, Shoppard and Frank- 
lin to bo dismantled and 
in 
their 


places be erected artistic fountains 
or memorials. 


The renaissance began 
with 
the 


Boston art 
authorities 
when 
the 


statue of Phillips Eirooks in Copley 
square was removed. 
This figure was 


supposed to be the last work of Saint- 
Gaudens and as such had been given 
world-wide attention, but In fact it 
was neither designed nor constructed 
by that eminent sculptor. 


Artists did not have to be told that 


America's greatest sculptor did 
not 


conceive or execute the figure of Phil- 
lips Brooks. 
This movement, started 


In Boston, has found Its way to other 
cities, and no great center will be so 
•widely affected perhaps as Washing- 
ton, 
Tho national capital has been 


for many years the subject' of artistic 
criticism. It would appear that in the 
beginning there was no .effort 
to 


create an artistic whole In the loca- 
tion of statues and monuments hero, 
and many of tho figures were selected 
by reason-of political preference. Now 
there Is hope for a change, and I havo 


. good reason to believe that o£ all the 


bronzes in Washington there will not 
bo more than half a dozen remaining 
In the parks and plazas when the 
house-cleaning 
Is 
completed. 
Ono 


monument in Washington—the Peace 
figures, at the foot of the capltol— 
has been an eyesore to sculptors for

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Compact Reviews 
of New Music 


(Birds of Flame, Op. 65. Love Like 


the Dawn Came Stealing-. God Smiled 
on the Desert. By Chc.rlos "Wakcfleld 
Cartimm: White-Smith Music Publish- 
In s Co , Boston ) 


In "Birds of Flame," Cadman has 


written a new song: cycle, poetical in 
atmosphere and rich In contrasts of 
color, that Is a disllnc-t addition to his 
works. The lyrics by Nellie Richmond 
Eberhart aro admirably adapted for 
musical treatment, being terse nnd al- 
lusive and vigorous in phrasing:. 


"O, Bird o£ Flame," the initial sgng, 


is tlio best of tho four in its balance of 
form and its sustained poetry. Sugges- 
lioii of bird calls In the accompaniment 
anil a use. of Dobussyiaij touches (now 
In Cad man) give to tho first part of 
tho song a beauty haunting as that 
of on indescribable landscape. As tho 
words of tho lyric change from allo- 
gorleal 
to 
passionate 
reality, 
tho 


character of the music alloi s, with the 
entry of the lovo motif, into a strain- 
ing' and cvultant paean. 


"Thou Radiant Ocean" has a care- 


fully worked out design that Is admir- 
able in its details. 
A rhythmical ac- 


companiment with a busal .rise and fall 
like tho purr of some»ereiUrtiger-cat 
underlies tho opening description of 
tho feline sea "stretching lazily upon 
tho aand." An Indian-like phrase on 
five notes comes to the fore with tho 
words "blinded by tho glamour, lulled' 
by the crooning-." There is a fine cll^- 
max, followed by the same rhythmical 
figure dying away in echoes. 


"Glamourla" is the lig-ht song of the 


cycle with an accompaniment high Jn 
the treble, suggestive of campanella 
swung by the winds. The final song, 
"Tho Fount of Bimlni," Is the longest 
and has a somewhat operatic taste. 
"Wo note passages of piano tremolo 
such as one finds by the page in tho 
score of "La Tosca" and other molo- 
d.ramaa of tone. But there are several 
very Interesting points In this song, 
Including the opening "Sometimes a 
fear comes crying to my heart," where 
tho vocal melody Is doubled two oc- 
taves 
below, 
producing 
a 
sinister 


effect. 
„ In "Lovo Like the Dawn Came Steal- 
ing," wo have a chaiming song of tho 
melodious and popular type. 
An ar- 


peggioed accompaniment high, in tho 
treble is used to indicate the faintnesa 
of the Morgcnroth, gradually lowering 
In tone and increasing in Intensity as 
the dawn spreads. 
This in sueceedod 


by a cantabile middle section, graceful 
and attractive, and a well araanged 
climax. 


"God Smiled Upon the Desert" Is 


also in the popular vein, and will mako 
a very acceptable encore song. It is 
melodious with an almost iUendclaoh- 
nlan suavcncss. Thei e is one awkward 
moment, when tho singer has to hold 
tho opening note for seveial measures 
on tho eminently unslngable word: 
God. 


(Dusk With Its Mystic Charm. By 


Robert Brooks Finch, 
White-Smith

Whereas, it behooves a great free 


people, nurtured as we have- been in 
eternal principles of justice and of 
right, a nation which has sought from 
the earliest days of its existence to 
be .obedient to the divine teachings 
which have inspired it in the exercise 
of.its liberties, to turn always to the 
Supreme Master and cast themselves 
in,faith at His feet, praying for His 
aid and 'succor in every hour of trial^ 
to-the end that the great aims to 
which our . fathers dedicated our 
power as. a people may' not perish 
among men, but be always asserted 
and defended with fresh ardor and 
devotion and, 'through' the divine 
blessing, set at last upon enduring 
louuuations tor tne oeueac 01 ail me 
free peoples of the earth;.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—With the 


completion of the- draft of the first 
army of 687,000 men, a new system 
will be installed for the creation of 
succeeding armies, which will greatly 
: lessen the labors of the local and 
district boards, according to a state- 
jjment issued this afternoon by Provost 


--•^Marshal General Crowder. 
: - Along with the reduction of labor 
'there will be provided a system which 
Jwill classify each one of the 9,000,000 
rjnen who have not yet been inducted

To do this, it has been determined 


[to obtain from each man complete 
•information of a character which will 
^definitely fix his economic worth as 
[compared with his fellow regstrants 
•And from the information thus ob- 
ftained to place him in one o% five 
• classes, each to be called in turn as 


' rthe need arises. 


;EACH TO ANSWER 
LONG QUESTIONNAIRE 


The method of obtaining this infor- 


mation is through a -'questionnaire"— 
a series of questions calculated to pro- 
duce the information required. This 
.document will be mailed to every reg- 
istrant not yet in service on a day to 
be fixed, seven days being given to'' 
each registrant to complete and return 
the same. Every opportunity will be 
•offered to each man to complete his 


error. 
Upon perusal .of the questionnaire, 


the local board will assign him to one 
of five classes. If he is' dissatisfied 
with the position assigned him by the 
local board, he has the right of appeal 
to the -district board to change his 
' status. 


Class No. 1, the first from which 


the armies will be drawn, will include 
all physically fit men who have noth- 
ing to keep them from serving. Class 
No. 2 will include those less fit or 
those engaged in aa industry nec- 
essary to the prosecution of trfe war; 
Class. No. 3, those still, less fit or 
highly skilled operators;' Class No. 4 
will contain men who should be the 
last to be taken. Class No. 5 will be 
known as the "discard class," and in 
it will be placed those wholly unfit for 
military service, either on account "%f 
total physical disability or indispens- 
ability to the government in other 
service. 


Each man's draft order number will 


be entered on his questionnaire 'and 
will determine his order in the class 
columns at the local board headquar- 
ters.

THOSE NOW DRAWN 
ARE NOT AFFECTED 


It is emphasized that the 687,000 


men already drawn will not be af- 
fected by the new regulations. 
The 


needs of the government are the first 
consideration, and the men now draft- 
ed are considered necessary to the 
military service. All those who have 
been exempted, however, .will be ques- 
"tloned and assigned to their classes 
along with the registered men who 
have not been called upon as yet. 


In drawing the men for service, 


Class No. 1 will first be exhausted; the 
other classes will follow in their nu- 
flnerical order. If a man is called for 
physical examination and turned down 
oh account -of total disability ie will' 
be assigned to Class No. i, which 
probably never will be called.out. 


By the time the selection begins, it 


is emphasized, all will have had a 
chance for appeal to their district 
boards for assignment to a less liable 
class. 
TJhis Is expected greatly to 
facilitate the quick drawing of men 
as the needs of the government dic- 
tate. 


.Details of the new system probably 


will be explained tonight by Secretary 
of War Baker and Provost Marshal 
General Crowder at a dinner at New!

ican ports sailed the seas, in the times 
before the CKi! sar, when v.'hiie oJ 
was used for lighting. The discovery 
of petroleum caused a slump in the 
Industry. Historic New Bedford and 
Nantucket became the boneyards of 
a once might fleet, and the race of 
hardy American mariners developed 
by whaling became almost extinct.

But as ships, and partirularly bat- 


tleships, grew in size and number It 
was found that for use in certain of 
the bearings in their ponderous en- 
gines there was nothing that would 
quite take the place of "case oil," 
found in the head of the sperm 
whale, which Is strangely clear and 
does not disintegrate under great 
pressure and heat..

the accounts coming from widely dif- 
ferent sources that, judged on the 
basis of evidence alone, the stones 
must be accepted as substantially 
true. In Przemysl and the surround- 
ing country there are thousands of 
persons, many of them claiming to be 
eye-witnesses, who are positive that 
visions of the Virgin Mary and the 
Christ Child repeatedly appeared in 
the sky above the beleaguered city, 
and who are convinced that 
these 


visions were of supernatural origin. 


That such vision did appear can 


scarcely be doubted, and since It is 
possible for modern science to have 
produced them, it Is unnecessary to 
seek for any but natural causes. 
There Is good reason for believing 
that the solution of the entire mystery 
is to be found in the workshops of 
the aeroplane and stereopticon mak- 
ers—that the officers in charge "of the 
defense simply took advantage of the 
latest developments in flying craft 
and projection apparatus to spread 
the conviction through the ranks of 
both armies that the city was under 
divine protection. The

Legal in California 


The. use In automobile headligiits of anti-glare lenses which con-, 
centrate the light rays and divert them downward to such a degree"' 
that they do not project beyond the distance allowed by the state head- 
light law, does not make-them in any particular conflict 
with the 


California state law. This is the decision recently given by Judge 
George S. Richardson of the'police court of Los Angeles, in the case 
of the people of California vs. Ralph G. TVhitlock. 
The headlights 


on Whitlock's car were equipped with McKee lenses, giving a. light 
which in the case of each lamp did not exceed thirty-six candle-power. 
Behind the electric bulbs ivere the usual type of parabolic mirrors 
used in motor car headlights, and in front of the bulbs were the Mc- 
Kee lenses, of concave-convex sriape. The lower two-thirds of the front 
part of the lens were moulded in a series of horizontal prisms piled on 
top of the other, the upper third was moulded in a series of vertical 
1 prisms. The horizontal prisms concentrated and" turned downward the 


light rays thrown out by the parabolic reflector. The upper vertical 
prisms dispersed sideways the light striking them, projecting it In a 
diffused glow. Thus the beams of light pointed horizontally and not

on—within the battery, even when it is 
not actually giving out current. But when 
thir part is being called upon to deliver 
power, the violence of the chemical action 
is'enormously increased, electrical cur- 
rent is generated and dispatched on its 
way as directed b> the driver of the car 
to% start the motor, light the lights, or 
whfct not 


The chemical action within the batterv 


which produces the currnet also produces 
a substance known as lead sulphate, 
•which is deposited on the plates 
This 


sulphate is a white substance and its 
pr»Hence on the plates weakens the action 
of'file batter}' because its formation has 
actually withdrawn acid from the solu- 
tion or electrolyte 
Thus, if this condition 


reaches its ultimate stage, the plates

frbin the electrolyte, leaving plain water 
In this case the cattery would be able 
to j>roduce no current whatever 


Now when electrical current from an 


outeide source is sent into the batter}', it 
causes a reaction to take place, which Is 
exactly the reverse of the former, as It 
braaks up the sulphate deposit on the 
plates and drives It back into the liquid 
in the form of acid 
"When this operation 


has been completed and all the deposit 
has been removed the battery Is read} to 
begin its chemical action again and pro- 
duce electric current 


It is obvious that the liquid with which 


the "battery cells are filled, in the course 
of time, will suffer evaporation 
This Is 


doubly so because the chemical action of 
the battery produces a certain amount of 
heat, which hastens losses due to Inevit- 
able evaporation

ment lies in the fact that 300 Hall-Scott 
motors -were recently shipped from the 
Oakland factory to some quint in Russia 
for the government service. This is no 
doubt only a smrji port of the total num- 
ber orders for Russian use and it may 


•fce that Rusoia. too has a surprise for 
the Bosche this spring when the war 
swings into its fifth 3 ear. 


It is interesting to note that the Rus- 


sian government used almost as many 
)>rtrcauuuii9 in tne pioit-cuon ui U;e ai.Ui-t . 
of buildings of the engines as does this j 
country. 
Hall-Scott officials say that , 


during the time that the motors were, 
being turned out for the Russian govern- 
ment that inspectors were always on the 
job. Every motor had to satisfy even the | 
most 
minute tests. 
The six-cy'.inder 


motor which will be used (n the Russian 
planes had to pass a series of severe tests 
before it was finally accepted, boxed and 
put on board boat for the far Pacific 
trip. Every motor was run ten hours 
•under the careful eye of the inspector. It 
was then taken apart, put together again 
and run six hours more. The inspector 
then ordered it taken down, every part 
inspected and after being put together 
again a final test nm of one hour was 
made. 
In connection with this it is 


worthy of note that in spjte of this severe 
test there was less than one-half of one 
per cent of failures. 


Tho mechanics of war. 
One might 


write "a book on this subject of 19th cen- 
tury warfare and still leave much, unsaid.

The passenger car has proven its use- 


fulness In the service of officers, scouts 
and messengers and has entirely supfcr- 
seded the horse in this capacity.

everv battle front the army has relied on 
the motor for its continued success and 
without it the methods of warfare of 
today would probably differ but little from 
those of the Civil War. 


But transcending- all else in Importance 


was the airplane and the airplane motor, 
for tha.-alr service has supplied the eyes 
of the army. The airmen have super- 
seded the cavalry in their capacity as 
scouts and are today the most vital arm 
of the service. 


Germany was first to recognize to the 


full the need commanding the air. France 
and England speedily followed and with 
the entrance of'the United States into 
the- world war th« first step taken was to 
make provision for a. gigantic air army. 
Mastery of the air, say many, is the 
thing that will ultimately decide the vic- 
tory In the titanian struggle that Is now 
taking place overseas. 


The development of the XJberty motor
